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In 1945 my Dad bought a farm and planned for me to rent it from 
him in 1946. I had been dating a girl who worked for International 
Harvester Co. at one of their branch offices in Davenport, Iowa. 
Incidently we were married in January of 1946. 

New tractors were almost impossible to buy, due to the war. 

The combination of my wife,to be x working in the office of the Parts 
Department and my being a'friend of our International dealer, Les Jones 
helped us to purchase a Farmall H. We really wanted an M out we .( 
knew that would be impossible. If we were to get an H tractor'Tt 
was going to be delivered in the fall of 1945. For that reason we 
rented a garage in the city close to where my folks had retired 
and wa i ted for its arrival. 

Then the big day finnally came/-on Nov. of 1945 our tractor was 
delivered to the garage in the city. NO one was more proud than I -was, 
going to the garage about every week , checking on it. 

Fintfia lly in the middle of February I went to get our new 
H tractor for its trip to the country to our farm where it would 
be put to good use. Our farm consisted of 240 acrea-s so when spring 
work started we had to put in long days. Many days ifhe H tractor 
was in the field from 4 a.m. to 11 p.m. I certainly did enjoy 
the many hours that I worked with my Parmall H. 
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Finally after so long I did trade it off for an M (Super) S.A. 
Like so many other things, I wish we would have kept the old H, just 
for centimental reasons and tyow of course the antique value. But 
then it was traded in for its trade-in value. During the years 
we have mostly farmed with International machinery. I really wish 
I had some of it, just to take a picture of it next to our**_7£20 
Mfcgum with front ’wheel assist, which I purchased last fall. 

Our grandchildren have been forunate enough to buy a used H 
and to tell the truth, it make me want to reminisce.
